Mayor Dales Heads 

Pro Tern Committee 

erating Town Rink 



REPORTED MISSING 




Council Monday night appoint- 
ed a pro tern committee of four 
to handle arrangements and 
operation of the town arena until 
a private bill 'can be' passed 
through the legislature authoriz- 
ing the issuance of debentures 
to pay for the arena. It is ex- 
pected that the bill will outline 
the conditions under which the 
arena will be operated by the 
town from that time onward. 

Until the bill is passed Mayor 
Dr. L. W. Dales, and Councillors 
Joel SpiUettc, A. V. Higginson 
and Frank Bowser will act as 
operating committee. 
. "We have a starting point We 
have something on which to 
build," Mayor Dales, told council. 
*T think that health and recrea- 
tion should be put under a: 
board which could organize and 
operate a year round recreation 
program. The council, with its 
changes from year to year, is not 
the proper body to assume the 
duties of organization and man- 
agement 

"A board or commission would 
be able to apply for post-war 
government subsidies. Such a 
hoard could handle all the sports 
in town, organize them, allocate 
funds, and so on. In a short 
time, you would be surprised at 
what could be accomplished." 
* Councillor J. A. Perks said 
that in the meantime a commit- 
tee should be formed to handle 

the immediate matters pertaining 
to the rink. 

Reeve FVcd Lundy; "The presi- 



dent of the arena company has 
agreed to turn over the rink to 
the town for the coming year." 

Councillor SpiUettc: "Can we 
assume that we will have no 
trouble in getting a bill passed 
through the legislature?" 

Clerk N. L. Mathews: "We 
can expect no trouble at all in 
view of the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the vote." . 

Reeve Lundy: "If there is no 
opposition in the- house, the bill 
will go through without trouble 
and I anticipate no opposition." 

Clerk Mathews: ?Why not a 
committee of council to operate 
the rink this winter?" 

Mayor Dales: "My idea exact- 
ly." 

Clerk Mathews: "Such a com- 
mittee could make recommenda- 
tions that could be, inserted into 
the bill before it passed the 
house." 

Deputy-Reeve Arthur Evans: 
"Arrangements could be made to 
use the arena the year round. 
Dancing, sports in the summer, 
possibly the construction of a 
swimming pool, and in the win- 
ter, skating and sports." 

Mayor Dales thanked the coun- 
cil for the support the members 
gave to the proposition. "I want 
to congratulate this council in 
sensing the interest in the arena. 

A town-owned arena is of great 
importance to the welfare of the 
young people of this town. The 
young people are going to get a 
break," Mayor Dales said.

There is now little doubt in the mind of any- 
Canadian of the truth of Major Connie Smythe's 
charges about untrained troops being sent over- 
seas. Proof has been forthcoming from the one 
unimpeachable source, the soldiers themselves. 
As Premier Drew of Ontario pointed out, enough 
has been coming through uncensored in soldiers* 
mail to arouse the suspicions of every Canadian 

who has contacts with the front 

Premier Drew referred to several letters in 

particular, which pointed out that reinforcements 
had been missing and that units had gone into 
action considerably below strength, that rein- 
forcements were solicited from non-infantry units 
such as the Forestry Corps and sent into action 
without battle training, and that men who should 
have been taken out of the line for rest or treat- 
ment were forced to go on fighting because there 

was no one to replace them. 

And the grimmest proof of all was the fact 
that Premier Drew pointed out that three of the 
four men to whose letters he referred were dead. 
Perhaps they were some of the trained soldiers 
who were killed trying to help the green rein- 
forcements. 

One of the letters pointed out that, while we 
have a home defence army in Canada of 75,000 
men, mostly infantry, of whom 50,000 are suitable 
for front line service, there can be no lack of re- 
inforcements, except through the dishonesty of 
^the government, meaning particularly the cab- 
inet, the prime minister, and the minister of nat- 
ional defence for army. 

It has been stated by the minister of national 
defence for army that, when and if reinforcement 

needs required action, the home defence army 
would rjfc used for just that purpose. To that end, 
and no other, can its training be considered use- 
ful, but, when the issue faces him and the rest 
of his colleagues squarely, as it does today, con- 
siderations other than practical warfare enter into 
their decisions to keep the trained home defence 
troops in Canada. 

And so, while thousands of young Canadians 
ar,c fighting and dying in Europe and dying un* 
necessarily in many cases, 50,000 supposedly well- 
trained troops are kept in Canada "for the defence 
of Canada against attack." It's about as unrealis- 
tic an approach as if a football team kept half 
its team sitting on the players' bench (while it 
wore out its actual players on the field) because 
"the bench might be attacked." 

It's about time Canadians made an end of the 
present stand in regard to the use of draftees for 
overseas service. Nearly every one of us has 
someone in whom he is closely interested fighting 
in Europe. If, because of our indifference, that 
husband, brother, son, or friend is killed, through 
lack of trained reinforcements, his death will lie 
on our conscience. 

We have not done our part until we have 
applied every conceivable democratic pressure 
(Jotters, wires, petitions) to force the government 

to change its stand on the use of conscripted re- 
inforcements.

The almost brutal course taken by Major 
Smytho of carrying the charges In the secrecy of 
his bosom, from tho battlefield to his flick-bed in 
Canada and then broadcasting them through tho 
Canadian press, without any evidence that oven 
his corps commander had been informed, Is ns 
unfortunate as it is incomprehensible. No honest 
course lay open to Smytho. who commanded only 
a small detachment of troops, but to inform lib 
regimental commander, and through him get tho 
information definitely and quickly before the 
Canadian high command.

At Newmarket camp who last week 
.staged some bang-up celebrations 
in hooor of the' fourth birthday of 
the c&aip. No one knows at this 
■time what the future plans for the 
centre are so we thought It might 
oe fitting to review In brief some 
of the history of the centre on the 
sports front. 

It was In 1&40 that the camp 
started and as we recall it, two 
of the early figures Interested in

Yankpu 
and Boissoneau, looking after the 
goal duties; Mackle. Matheson and 
ViUile, the defence, with Nell Mor- 
rison, Alex. Jackson. Hank Nowak, 
Alf. Harden, Sonny Townsley, Suck- 
ling, Grant. Scats, Yates and other 
lesser lights In action. Nowak. for- 
merly of Natlyc Sons, wns the out- 
standing player and at the end of 
the season £hlck Webster and Whit- 
ey Callahan were secured and did 
yeoman service. 

The 1W2-43 season f»w the team 
adopt the name Kcdmen and the 
colors long associated . with New- 
market teams. Sgt. McDonald was 
again in charge, only this time he 
had something to work with. 
Hrnle Hughes, Toronto, and Al 
Wyslnaki were In the nets; Bert 
Shaw, Jack Wheeler and Hcenun 
looked after the defence, with Boh 
and Nick Bungay of Markham 
fame; Chuck Nesbltt of Bradford; 
McMaster, 800; Tommy Stewart, 
Midland; Nichol and Johnny Frew 
performing up front. All year the 
team went undefeated until the 
play-offs and then Brampton camp 
with added reinforcements humped 
them off Kfl a surprise series. It 
was a henrlbreaker to Jose, weak- 1 
ncss on defence being the main fac-J 
tor.

Rev. Dr. C. W. DcMille, editor, 
The Temperance Advocate, the 
chief .speaker at the county con- 
vention of the W.C.T.U. for Sim- 
coe, Muskoka and Parry Sound, 
held at Barrio summarized his 
reasons for opposing the liquor 
traffic in seven points: 

1. 'Tho liquor traffic, as we 
have it today, is the greatest 
threat to our democratic institu- 
tions'.

3. "It is the largest contribut- 
ing cause to accidents on the 
highways and in factories. ,Lnst 
year 507 were killed on the high- 
ways, many of them traceable 
directly to liquor, 

•I. "It Is the greatest cause of 
juvenile delinquency— p or haps 
we should say juvenile and par- 
ental delinquency. 

5. 4 il Is Ihe jn-cntCHl economic 
tragedy we have, taking so 
much from our public purse, 
laist year in Cnnnrin; Ihe people 
spent :*35 million dollars on 
liquor; Ihe government will give 
you wholesale prices. The Busi- 
ness Research Foundation states 
that for every one dollar spent 
on liquor, it requires fin.fi cents to 
correct that evil by policing, ete.
